California 
Fire Fight 
Being Won 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


fierce battle to beat back the 
latest brush tire ever in Cali- 
fornia was being won today 
near San Diego while a favora- 
ble weather outlook encouraged 
ftre fighters on dozens of other 
fronts across Southern Califor- 
nia. 


The death toll from the five- 


day siege in six counties rose to 
eight Monday night when a pilot 
and four fire fighters were 
killed in a helicopter crash 
while heading for a fire in the 
Angeles National Forest outside 
Los Angeles. 


A number of new small fires 


were blamed on arsonists. 


Thousands of evacuees re- 


turned to their homes. Hundreds 
had none to return to. 


The federal Small Business 


Administration estimated the 
overfall property loss in the 
state at $175 million, with fire 
damage to 1,500 homes, busi- 
nesses or other buildings. Cali- 
fornia was declared a disaster 
area, making victims eligible 
for low interest loans. 


In Los Angeles and San Diego 


counties alone, 666 structures 
were destroyed, including 490 
homes, and 336,000 acres—an 
area half the size of Rhode Is- 
land—lay 
charred 
by 
the 


flames. 


Fire fighters began to breathe 


more easily about a 200,000-acre 
fire halted Sunday at the out- 
skirts of several San Diego sub- 
urbs. But winds helped another 
major blaze flare up Monday 
night and race over 10,000 acres 
of a heavily wooded area, draw- 
ing within 10 miles of the main 
fire. A heat wave that reached 
100 degrees was expected to 
continue. 


Elsewhere, winds diminished. 


Forecasters predicted the air 
flowing from the high desert 
east of here would grow weaker 
north of San Diego County. They 
held out hope for rising humidi- 
ty and possibly scattered show- 
ers. 


Thousands of exhausted fire 


fighters had been on the lines 
almost constantly since last 
week. 


Firemen began to gain the up- 


per hand after a five-day battle 
against flames in hills in Los 
Angeles and Ventura counties. 
Few of the fires spread. 


Five new fires sprang up 


Monday but were quickly halt- 
ed. Three were tentatively laid 
to arsonists. The number and 
proximity of many small fires 
have led authorities to suspect 
they were set. However, of six 
persons arrested for investiga- 
tion of arson, all but one had 
been released.

An Arab truce team today 


monitored the cease-fire in Jor- 
dan between government troops 
and Palestinian guerrillas that 
was worked out by Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


The peace force of 100 officers 


from Egypt, Sudan, Saudi Ara- 
bia, Tunisia and Kuwait arrived 
Monday in Amman, Jordan's 
capital, and immediately set up 
truce observation posts. Shoot- 
ing stopped there at dawn and 
inhabitants 
poured into 
the 


streets in desperate searches 
for food and water. There were 
no new reports of fighting as the 
Arab world mourned Nasser's 
death Monday in Cairo. 


King Hussein of Jordan called 


Nsser "my brother" in a cable 
and said the Egyptian president 
was "admired by the whole 
world all his life." 


"Nasser's last efforts were to 


heal Jordan's wounds during its 
last ordeal ..." the cable said, 
"but the wounds incurred by his 
loss will never heal." 


The 
cease-fire 
agreement, 


signed Sunday in Cairo by Hus- 
sein and Yasir Arafat of the 
Palestinian guerrilla command 
brought a halt to Jordan's 11- 
day civil war. However, some 
guerrilla broadcasts from dif- 
ferent Arab capitals assailed 
the agreement Monday on the 
ground that it would weaken the 
Palestinian movement. 


Premier Bahi Ladgham of Tu- 


nisia also arrived in Amman on 
Monday to head a truce com- 
missiom made up of a guerrilla 
envoy and a representative of 
King Hussein. The commission's 
task is to implement the pact. 


The agreement provided for 


the withdrawal of the Jordanian 
army to its barracks and the 
guerrillas to positions better 
suited to carry out their fight 
against Israel. It also called for 
the release of guerrilla prison- 
ers by Jordan. 


On Monday, the U.S. Air 


Force flew a 50-bed field hospi- 
tal into Jordan aboard a fleet of 
C130 
transport planes bearing 


Red Cross markings. A 60-bed 
hospital was due later. 


A chartered plane also ar- 


rived with 12 tons of food given 
by the United States, and anoth- 
er flew in with 22 tons of food 
donated by Britain. 


Meanwhile, Switzerland an- 


nounced that it would release 
three 
imprisoned 
Palestinian 


commandos as soon as the last 
of the airliner hijacking host- 
ages were evacuated from Jor- 
dan. 


Diplomatic sources in Beirut, 


Lebanon, said Sunday the re- 
maining six hostages had been 
freed and turned over to the 
Egyptian Embassy in Amman, 
which has been acting as a go- 
between for the International 
Red Cross. 


Thirty-three Americans who 


had been hostages arrived in 
New York Monday night. 


The Swiss government said it 


agreed with Britain and West 
Germany on simultaneous re- 
lease of all seven commandos 
held by the three nations. 


Palestinian guerrillas who hi- 


jacked the airliners demanded 
release of the prisoners as ran- 
som for release of the passen- 
gers. 


At the United Nations, Israel 


accused Egypt for the 18th time 
of violating the cease-fire by 
moving Soviet missiles near the 
Suez Canal. Egypt responded 
that the weapons were defensive 
and challenged Israel to rejoin 
the 
suspended 
Middle East 


peace talks. 
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colonialism. 


Third, the mood of the mili- 


tant Arabs has been ugly since 
the 1967 war, when Nasser was 
humiliated 
by 
Israel.

Fourth, the Arabs—at least 


the many Arabs who are emo-

Tuesday, September 2», 


Ky Invited 
to Visit 
U.S. Later

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Off!- 


cials say South Vietnam's Presi- 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky is being 
given an invitation by the Nixon 
administration for a red-carpet 
visit to the United States later 
this year — probably after the 
Nov. .1 elections. 


Although no announcement of 


the invitation has been made, 
sources said the new invitation 
materialized after Ky disclosed 
Saturday he had changed his 
mind and would not address the 
Rev. 
Carl McFnlire's "march 


for victory" here his weekend, 


Mclntire, the fundamentalist 


New Jersey radio preacher, an- 
grily denounced what he called 
a "monstrous conspiracy reach- 
ing up to the very top levels of 
the government" to keep Ky 
from the rally. 


Ky, however, said with a 


smile it was "not quite true" 
the Nixon administration tried 
hard to discourage him from 
coming here. 


Administration officials made 


little effort to disguise their re- 
lief that Ky was not coming. Se- 
curity agents already had been 
assigned to what was shaping 
up as a confrontation between 
Vietnam war supporters and an- 
tiwar demonstrators at rival 
rallies. 


The White House and State 


Department declined comment 
on Ky's private visit, but there 
were many hints Ky would find 
developments at the peace nego- 
tiations in Paris sufficiently im- 
portant to keep him there, rath- 
er than to come to the United 
States at this time. 


Upon learning Ky had called 


off his plans to fly here this 
week, leaders of the counter- 
demonstration 
canceled their 


rally. 


Ky announced Sept. 3 he 


would come to Washington Oct. 
3 for Uie private visit. But he 
changed his mind, apparently 
as a result of a Paris meeting 
Friday with Bui Diem, South 
Vietnam's ambassador to the 
United States. 


The Vietnamese envoy had 


flown from Washington to Paris 
last Thursday carrying word 
that the security problem was 
going to be a difficult one.

New Rules tor 
loco/ School 
Spending 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration has set in 
motion new regulations for local 
school spending some officials 
predict will prove as momen- 
tous as the civil rights laws of 
the 1960s. 


The Office of Education — fol- 


lowing up an announcement of 
last February — has told dis- 
tricts that to qualify for the ma- 
jor source of federal aid they 
must spend as many state and 
local tax dollars in schools serv- 
ing low-income neighborhoods 
as in those for more affluent 
areas. 


The federal government calls 


this "comparability." 


Some districts spend as much 


as $500 more per pupil in their 
rich schools as in their poor 
ones, the education office says. 
In such districts federal aid 
seems to equalize expenditures 
between schools and does not, 
as intended, provide extra help 
for disadvantaged students. 


Government officials 
blame 


this lack of comparability in 
part for disappointing results 
for the $1.5 billion aid program 
for upgrading the education of 
low-income students — title I of 
the Elementary and Secondary 
School Act. 


The 16,400 districts receiving 


Title I funds must demonstrate 
comparability of expenditures 
among their schools by next 
July 1 or submit a plan for 
achieving that goal. Officials 
say as many as 12,000 appear 
not to meet the new standards. 


Districts without comparabili- 


ty will be ineligible for Title I 
money after July 1, 1972. 


"These 
new 
requirements 


could be the most important 
thing to happen in the education 
of minority children since the 
1964 
Civil Rights act," said an 


administration 
official 
who 


helped draft the rules. "They 
are going to become a very hot 
issue when people realize their 
impact and meaning for the fi- 
nancing of education." 


The 1964 act made it illegal to 


support 
discriminatory pro- 


grams with federal aid. 


To achieve compliance, some 


of these districts are expected 
to face the politically uncom- 
fortable choices of either raising 
school taxes or shifting funds 
from high-income schools into 
poor ones. 


The measures of comparabili- 


ty will be the amount of state or 
local 
money spent in each 


school for instructional salaries, 
equipment and books and the 
ratio of pupils to instructional 
staff.

fused to confirm or deny that a 
threat had been made on Santo's 
life. 


Holtznian gave this account

prior to the game, obviously 
there to guard Santo. 


The detectives rode out to 


Shea Stadium on the Cub team 
bus, but were not

Slander, Unlimited 


In the heat of political debate, 


Lawmaker A calls Lawmaker B 
a crook. B is not a crook. Could 
he make A pay damages for 
slander? 


No, because the law grants a 


special immunity to all legisla- 
tors, both state and federal. No 
matter what slanders they utter, 
within the legislative chamber, 
they cannot be held liable in 
court. 


This may seem to be rank 


favoritism. But the rule is meant 
for the benefit of the public at 
large, not for the benefit of the 
legislators 
themselves. It frees 


them to do a better job, un- 
hampered by the lurking fear of 
legal liability in case they hap- 
pen to say something wrong. 


For similar reasons, immunity 


is granted also to officials of the 
judicial and executive branches 
>of the government. Take this 
case: 


A judge, while questioning an 


arrested man, scolded him as a 
liar and a disgrace to the com- 
munity. As it happened, the man 
was guilty of nothing at all. After 
being released, he sued the judge 
for slander. 


But the court dismissed his 


claim, on grounds of the judge's 
special immunity. The court said: 


"How could a judge exercise 


his office if he were in daily fear 
of an action being brought 
iigainst him?" 


However, the less important 


the occasion, and the less im- 
portant the official the less reason 
there is to grant him immunity. 


Consider a case which grew 


out of a local council hearing on 
bus service. One of the council 
members, angered by a complain- 
ing citizen, denounced him wrath- 
fully as a fraud. The charge was 
made simply out of malice, with- 
out the slightest basis in fact. 


When the victim filed suit for 


slander, the councilman claimed 
immunity as a "lawmaker." But 
the court turned down his de- 
fense and held him liable. The 
judge said that at this lower legis- 
lative level, protecting an official 
was not as important as protect- 
ing an innoceat person's good 
name.

Back in 1932 young Oswald 


Jacoby married the tennis 
champion of Texas. Mary 
Zita Jacoby had n e v e r 
played bridge but wanted to 
learn and in order to teach 
his wife quickly he invented 
the point count no-trump. 
This p i c t u r e bid showed 
5-3-3-2, 4-4-3-2 or 4-3-3-3 dis- 
t r i b u t i o n and from 16-18 
points in high cards. It be- 
came the Standard Ameri- 
can no-trump and still is. It 
is also the JACOBY MOD- 
ERN no-trump. 


The only difference 
be- 


tween 1932 Jacoby and 1970 
Jacoby is that we now pro- 
vide that the doubleton may 
be Jx as well as Ax, Kx or 
Qx. In face we don't con- 
sider it a capital crime to 
open one no-trump with a 
worthless doubleton if you 
feel like living dangerously. 


We dp use the Stayman 


convention in responding to 
opening no-trumps. If you 
have never learned this con- 
vention it is about time you 
did. 
There are innumerable 


versions of Stayman. The 
JACOBY MODERN version 
is one of the simplest. 


The basic idea of Stayman 


is that the two-club response 
to an opening no-trump is an 
artificial forcing bid and de- 
mands that partner rebid 
two diamonds if he doesn't 
have a major suit of four 
cards or more. If he does 
have a major he rebids two 
in it. If he has four cards in 
each major suit he rebids 
two of the one he likes 
better. 


North has 17 b a l a n c e d 


points. There is no need to 
use the Stayman convention 
since he does not hold a four- 
card major suit. Therefore, 
he does not need to explore 
suit possibilities. He knows 
the partnership total is from 
33-35: that 33 is the key num- 
ber for a small slam and 37 
the key number for a grand 
slam. He just bids six no- 
trump. 


South may fool around and 


try to make seven by putting 
the ace of hearts to sleep. 
Maybe he will. Maybe he 
won't, but in any case six is 
home.

An Excess of Anything 


Can Prove Your Undoing

If a little is good, is more 


better? Not necessarily if 
you want to stay healthy. 
Most of the things you need 
for health will harm you if 
you have them in excess. 


Oxygen in the air you 


breathe is one example. If 
you are exposed to thin air, 
at altitude, you may not get 
enough oxygen. If the oxygen 
lack is severe, it can cause 
fainting or even death. Now, 
if you have too much oxygen, 
more than you usually get in 
the air at sea level, it can 
cause changes in the lungs, 
decreased Formation of red 
blood cells and even death— 
from "oxygen toxicity." 


Sunshine is another ex- 


ample. It is really radiation. 
A small amount is good for 
you and builds up vitamin 
D in the body. Too much can 
cause 
severe sunburn or 


may lead to early wrinkling 
of the skin. 


The point that an optimal 


range exists—even for essen- 
tial factors for life—is im- 
portant when you assess the 
effects of anything on the 
human body. Failure to rec- 
ognize this was in part re- 
sponsible for the furor over 
the artificial sweetener, cy- 
clamatc. 
Like 
too much 


oxygen or too much sun- 
shine, too much cyclamate 
proved to be harmful. 


Many people, particularly 


diabetics, overweight indivi- 
duals and those with heart 
disease, need foods prepared 
with artificial sweeteners. If 
you are one of those I say 
go ahead 
and use them. 


There is more valid evidence 
linking cancer in man (not 
rats) to sunshine than to the 
sweeteners. 


Just as a warning to dia- 


betics—after 
all the to-do 


over cyclamates, some soft 
dietetic drinks are now made 
with sugar. Old bottles are 
not always distinctly labeled. 
Some diabetics have already 
gotten into medical difficul- 
ties over this snafu. 


Speaking of optimal levels 


—cancer is also related to 
sexual intercourse, but noth- 
ing has been said about out- 
lawing that yet (unless you 
c o u n t HEW's ill-advised 
comment on limiting people 
to control pollution). Nuns 


SHORT RIBS 


(presumably celibate) have 
far less cancer of the female 
organs (cervix) than other 
women, 
while 
prostitutes 


have the highest rate. The 
same is true for infections of 
the bladder (cystitis). Wom- 
en have far more cystitis 
and infection of the urinary 
tract during their sexually 
active years. Nuns have a 
low rate and for prostitutes 
it is an occupational hazard.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice Department is awaiting 
word from its reviewers before 
deciding whether promoters of 
the closed-circuit national tele- 
vision showing of "Oh! Calcut- 
ta!" will be prosecuted under 
federal obscenity laws. 


The off-Broadway play, fea- 


turing nudity and simulated sex- 
ual intercourse, was canceled in 
at least six of the 86 cities 
where the TV version had been 
scheduled Monday night. 


Some of those watching the 


performance were Justice De- 
partment agents who will report 
whether they were offended by 
the explicit nature of the show. 


One of the cities where view- 


ers were turned back was Peo- 
ria, 111., where Circuit Court 
Judge Robert Hunt issued an in- 
junction against the show at a 
drive-in theater. He said he act- 
ed to protect the environment 
from "moral fly ash." 


Colormedia Corp., promoter 


of the telecast, said showings 
also were canceled in Atlanta, 
Oklahoma City, Syracuse, N.Y., 
and Louisville and Lexington, 
Ky. 


Rodney Ericson, president of 


Colormedia, said in most cases 
the cancellations resulted from 
pressure brought by Charles 
Keating Jr. of Cincinnati, a 
member of the President's Com- 
mission on Pornography. 


Ericson said his firm plans to 


sue Keating for $150 million. 


The Justice Department said 


Monday it would make no at- 
tempt to halt the initial showing 
of the play, the first such pro- 
duction ever transmitted to a 
mass audience via closed-circuit 
TV. 


Barry Bernstein of Colorme- 


dia said he is convinced the pro- 
duction is entirely legal. 


"If people want to put up the 


price of the ticket to see "Oh 
Calcutta!" I think they have the 
right to see it. It's 100 per cent 
better than some of the skin 
flicks that are being shown in 
movie theaters." 


Ticket prices ranged from $6 


to $15. 


The Justice Department said 


the closed-circuit screening may 
have violated prohibition on in- 
terstate 
transportation of ob- 


scene material. 


When the play opened June 


17, 1969, New York newspapers 
panned it. Associated

writer Mary Campbell's review 
found the play "a disconnected 
series of impressions, a great 
deal of it boring.

CAIRO (AP) - Gamal Abdel 


Nasser, the most Important 
Arab statesman to emerge in 
modern times, died with his 
dream of uniting the Arab world 
behind him unfulfilled. 


He wrote of his dream and led 


summit conferences to achieve 
it, yet his actions repeatedly 
drove quarreling Arab factions 
farther apart. 


His struggle to bring his 


brand of revolutionary social- 
ism to Egypt and its neighbors, 
coupled with his determination 
to destroy Israel, brought the 
world to the verge of war. 


The day before he died, he 


had shepherded an agreement 
between Jordan's King Hussein 
and Arab guerrilla leader Yasir 
Arafat to end Jordan's bloody 
civil war—a conflict that threat- 
ened international intervention. 


But even then, the agreement 


encouraged the guerrillas to in- 
crease their war against Israel 
despite a cease-fire with Israel 
that Nasser and Hussein had 
signed in August. 


When death came at the age 


of 52, Nasser could point to the 
giant Soviet-built Aswan Dam 
as a major achievement for 
Egypt's struggling industry and 
impoverished farmers. At the 
same time, his country was 
bankrupt from 20 years of bat- 
tling Israel. 


Nasser was the first to sign 


the U.S.-sponsored 
cease-fire 


that went into effect in August, 
but before the ink was dry Is- 
rael accused Egypt of violating 
the agreement by moving Soviet 
missiles into the Suez Canal 
truce zone. 


Peace with Israel would have 


been virtually an unknown thing 
to Nasser. 


It was the Arab-Israeli war of 


1948 that led Nasser to plot the 
downfall of Egypt's King Fa- 
rouk. Nasser, who 
risked 
a 


court martial to go to the battle- 
field, was so incensed at the in- 
competence of the 
Egyptian 


army and its miserable equip- 
ment, that he and other officers 
created their "Free Officers" 
movement against the throne. 


In 1952, the young officers 


moved in and Farouk was out. 
Gen. Mohammed Naguib, an old 
soldier, was named prime min- 
ister. Nasser lived in a modest 
bungalow with his wife, two 
daughters and three sons, work- 
ing 20 hours a day to rebuild 
Egypt according to his revolu- 
tionary pattern. 


In November 1954, Nasser 


pushed Naguib out and took 
over the premiership, still only 
36 years old and confident. 


That confidence was shattered 


a year later when the Israelis 
swept across the Gaza strip, 
whipping the Egyptians sound- 
ly. 


It was the first of three times 


his army was to be humiliated 
by the Israelis—defeats that 
would have driven most Arab 
politicians into the shadows. 


Instead, Nasser turned to the 


Soviet Union for help, kept tight 
control over the local Commu- 
nists, and proclaimed "positive 
neutrality." 


In 1956, in a daring move that 


threatened 
an 
international 


face-down, Nasser nationalized 
the Suez Canal. An Israeli blitz 
swept across the Sinai desert 
while French and British troops 
seized Port Said. 


In rare unison, the United 


States and the Soviet Union both 
denounced the invasion and the 
British, French and Israelis 
withdrew. The Russians fol- 
lowed their diplomatic success 
with aid to build the Aswan 
Dam. 


Nasser's most devastating de- 


feat came in 1967, when Israel's 
air force and shock troops shat- 
tered the Egyptian army in a 
six-day war that left the Israelis 
stationed along the Suez. 


He resigned "completely and 


forever," but agreed to return 
to power when thousands of hys- 
terical Egyptians poured into 
the street shouting his name. 


He grew 
noticeably 
more 


stooped, however, and his smile 
lost some of its dazzle. He 
played less tennis but continued 
his daily walks. 


In 1968 he went to the Soviet 


Union for medical treatment. 
He returned to Moscow last 
June and he spent 19 days of 
June and July there discussing 
Middle East affairs with Soviet 
leaders. 


Nasser's drive for Arab unity 


had to carry with it the burden 
of his military ambitions. 


He sponsored 
two summit 


conferences seeking pan-Arab 
unity but both failed—the Khar- 
toum meeting in 1967 and the 
1969 conference in Rabat, Mo- 


rocco. 


There were plots against him 


and one of his closest friends, 
Field Marshall Abdel Hakim 
Artier, and 50 officers were ar- 
rested in 1967 for planning his 
downfall. Cairo announced after 
the arrests that Amer commit- 
ted suicide by poison. 


Nasser was born Jan. 15, 1918, 


in a village in upper Egypt, the 
son of a postal clerk. He went to 
Cairo for schooling and at 17 
was active in the revolt against 
the British who ruled the Suet 
Canal. 


He was jailed In 1935, and re- 


joined the rebels when he got 
out. 
Nasser was permitted to 


enter military college in 1937 
and left a year later with a sec- 
ond lieutenant's commission. 


By World War II, Nasser was 


a captain, attached to British 
forces that scored the victory at 
El Alamein in 1942. 


When the Palestine war erupt- 


ed following Israeli's independ- 
ence in 1948, he resigned his 
commission and volunteered for 
the front. The resignation was 
refused but Nasser 
went to 


Palestine anyway. It was there 
that he and the other frustrated 
Egyptians organized the move 
that drove Farouk from the 
throne. 


Nasser proclaimed a new con- 


stitution in January 1956 and six 
months later he was chosen 
president with 99 per cent of the 
vote. 


Eighteen years of defeat, cri- 


sis and frustration drew its toll 
and a year ago, Nasser told a 
political rally he was tired of his 
job. 


Egypt had enjoyed "years of 


glory" since the overthrow of 
Farouk, he said, but "for my- 
self, I consider each year was 
the equivalent of 10 years of ef- 
fort and constructive work." 


In his book, "Egypt's Libera- 


tion," Nasser wrote: 


"For some reason it seems 


that within the Arab circle there 
is a role wandering aimlessly in 
search of a hero." 


For millions of Arabs, that 


role belonged to Nasser for 18 
years. 


Cordell Hull served as sec- 


retary of state under Presi- 
dent Franklin R o o s e v e l t 
from 1933 until 1944, when he 
resigned b e c a u s e of ill 
health.

Electoral 
Reform Fight 
Continues

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate today faced what Demo- 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said was a decisive test in the 
battle over junking the present 
electoral system for direct, pop- 
ular election of the president. 


The test was a second attempt 


to cut off debate over the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
sponsored by Sen. Birch Bayh, 
D-Ind. 


Indications before today's ac- 


tion pointed to shelving the 
amendment if the move to end 
debate in its fourth week failed, 


A first attempt to apply clo- 


ture fell six votes short Sept, 17. 
The vote then, with 10 senators 
absent, was 54 for shutting off 
debate and 36 against. 


Bayh called today's vote a 


test of the Senate's ability to 
function as a responsive institu- 
tion of government. 


The House-approved amend- 


ment would abolish the electoral 
college, in which each state has 
as many votes for president as 
it has senators and representa- 
tives, and provide that the can- 
didate who received 40 per cent 
or more of the popular vote 
would be elected. 


If no candidate got as much 


as 40 per cent of the nationwide 
vote, a runoff election would be 
held between the two front-run- 
ners. 


Bayh contends this is the only 


system that assures the candi- 
date who receives the most 
votes will be elected and that 
every vote cast will count equal- 
ly 


But opponents argue it would 


encourage splinter parties, de- 
stroy the role of the states in UK 
election process, and, in a close 
election, leave the outcome in 
doubt for weeks or months while 
recounts were conducted and al- 
leged vote frauds investigated. 


Opponents, mostly Southern 


and small-state senators, re- 
fused to agree to set a time for 
voting on the proposed amend- 
ment or various alternatives 
that have been offered.

ABOARD THE U.S.S. SARA- 


TOGA (AP) - President Nixon 
stressed "power for peace" In a 
speech to men of the U.S. 6th 
Fleet today, but silenced the 
guns out of respect to the la^e 
Egyptian President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser. 


In a broadcast to the fleet from 


this aircraft carrier in the 
Mediterranean and referring to 
the U.S. Army, Navy and Air 
Force, Nixon said: 


"I salute you as the peace 


forces of the United States of 
America." 


He also told the men they were 


the "peace forces of the world." 


The President said the "power 


and mobility of the 6th Fleet" in 
this period of danger and tension 
in the Middle East have been 
"indispensible 
in 
keeping 


peace." 


Nixon conferred earlier with 


his top advisers about the death 
of Nasser and its effect on the 
Middle East, United Stales and 
the rest of the world. 


After spending the night on the 


aircraft carrier Saratoga, which 
is cruising in the Mediterranean 
with the U.S. 6th Fleet, the 
President went into a private 
meeting with Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, Secretary of 
Defease Melvin R. Laird, and 
security affairs adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger. 


No details of the meeting were 


disclosed. But Nixon's schedule 
for the remainder of his five- 
nation tour of Europe was un- 
changed. 


An official said the President's 


visit to Yugoslavia Wednesday 
and Thursday is still on the 
agenda. But President Tito of 
Yugoslavia was a close friend of 
Nasser, and if he goes to the 
Egyptian president's funeral 
Thursday, Nixon's schedule will 
have to be changed.

Emotion May 
Turn Egypt 
Against U.S.

It will be a long time before 


the full impact of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser's death can be calculat- 
ed, but it seems likely that it 
will release a vast torrent of 
emotion among a highly emo- 
tional and volatile people, and 
there is a good chance that this 
outburst will turn itself against 
the United States and the West. 


The reasons are manifold. 


First, the Arabs will have a 
shocking sense of loss, a loss 
that cannot possibly be made 
up. As a leader Nasser is Irre- 
placeable, and there is no sign 
of anyone on the horizon who 
can match his appeal.
